The ſecond Argument grounded on a ſhew of Reaſqny is, That 
this filthy Smoke, as well through the heat and ſtrength thereof, as 
by 2 natural force and quality, is able"and' fit to purge both the 
Head and -Stomach of Rheumes and Diftilſations!, as' experience 
tacheth by the ſpitting, and avoiding Flegm, immediately after the 
taking of it.,- But the fallacy of this Argument may eaſily appear, 
by my late proceeding Deſcription of the meteors.3 for even as the 
ſmoky vapours ſucked by,the Sun, and: ſtayed in the loweſt and 
cold Region of .the.

As an additional Ipevrer of the Scurvy, Tobacco comes now 
to be examined, fince whoſe general uſe the Scurvy hath much in- 
creaſed, and is become the moſt Epidemical. That this Plant is in- 
jurioas and deſtruQive to Nature, and conſequently an introducer 
of the Scurvy will appear, if we cgnfider the etfeQs that ſupervene 
and follow the taking of it. The Conſequents or Effets may be 
divided iato two forts 3 Firſt, Such as accompany or ſupervene the 
feſt uſe of it.

Were there (as in ſome Citics of 7taly ) 
an Office kept, or a Record and Regiſter by every Coroner in 
Shires and Counties., of ſuch diſmal events which God hath 
avenged this fin withall, what a Volume would it have made with- 
in theſe few years in thisour Nation ? How terrible a Threatcr of 
God's Judgments againſt Deunkards, ſuch as might make their 
Hearts to bleed and relent, it nottheir Ears to tingle, to hear of a 
.tafie of ſome few ſuch noted and - remarkable Examples of God's | 
Juſtice; as have come within/the compaſs of mine own notice, and 
certain knowledge I think I ſhoul4 offend to conceal them from 
the World, -whom they may- happily keep from being the like' to 
others, themſelves. ':-* 

An Ale-wife-in Keſgrave, near to Ipſwich,who would nceds force 
three Serving-men (that had: been drinking, in her Houſe, and were 
taking their leaves) 10 ſtay and drink the three Oats firſt; that is, 
Wit outof the Head; Money out of the Purſe; Ale our of the Pot ; 
asthe Was coming: towards-them with-the Pot.in her hand, was 
ſuddenly taken ſpeechleſs and ſick, her Tongue fwolo in her 
. mouth; never recovered ſpeech, tithird day after died. This Sir 
Amtbony Felton, the next Gentleman and Juſtice, with divers others 
Eye: witnefles of her in Sickneſs related'to me; whereaponT wene' 
tothe 'Honſe with two or three Witneſſes, and inquired the truth 
of it. | 

Two Servants of a Brewer in Ipſwich, drinking for a rumpe of 2 
Turkie, firugling in their drink forit, fell into a fcading Caldron 
backwards: 'whereof the one died; preſently, the other lngringly 
and painfully ſince ny comingto Ipſwich;

In Barnewell, near to Cambridge, one at the Sign of the Plough, a 
luſty young man, with'two of his Netghbours, and one Woman in 
their Company , agreed to drink a' Barrel of ſtrong Beer 3 they 
drank up the Veſſel three of them dyed within twenty four hours, . 
the fourth hardly eſcaped afrer great ſickneſs, - This I have under a 
Juſtice of -Peace his* Hand near dwelling , beſides the common 
tame. 

A Butcher im-Haſtingfield hearingthe Miniſter inveigh againſt 
Drunkennels, being at his Cups in the Ale-houſe, fell a jefting 
and ſcoffing at the Miniſter and his-Sermons : And as he was drink- 
iog, the Drink, or ſomething in the Cup, quackled him, ftuck ſoin 
his Throat, that he could get-it neither up nor down, but ſtrangled 
him preſently. ; 

At Tillingham in Dengy Hundred in Eſſex,three young men meet- 
ing to driak Strong waters, fell by degrees to halt- pints : -One fell 
dead in the Room, and the other prevented by Company coming 
- in, eſcaped not without much ſickneſs, | 

At Bxngey in Norfolk , three coming out of an Ale-houſe in a 

very dark Evening, ſwore, they thought -it was not darker in Hell 
it ſelf : One of them fell off the Bridge into the water, and was 
drowned ; the ſecond fell off his Horſe, the third ſleeping on the 
Ground by the Rivers-fide, was frozentodeath : This have I of- 
ten heard, but have no cerrain ground for the truth of it ir. 

A Bayliff of Hagdly,upon the Lords-day,being drunk at-Me/ford, 
would needs get upon his Mare, to-ride through the Street, athrm- 
ing (as the Report goes) That Mare would -carry him to the 
Devil ; His Mare caſts him-off, and broke his Neck inſtently. Re- 
ported by ſundry ſufficient Witneſſes.  . 

Company drinking in an Ale-houſe at Harwich in the night, 
over againſt one Maſter Ruflels, and by him out. of his Window 
once or twice willed to depart 3 at length he camedown, and took 
one of them, and made as if he would carry him toPrifon, who 
drawing his Knife, fled from him, and was three days after taken 
out of the Sea with the Knife in his hand.

upon 2 time, having ſurcharged his Stomach with drink, he felt a 
vomiting, broke a Vein, lay two days-in extreme pain of Body, 
and diſtreſs of Mind, till in the end recovering a little comfort, he 
died : Both theſe Examples related to ow a Gentleman of 
worth upon his own knowledge. .

A Teoman's Son in Northamptonſhire, who being drunk at Velling+ 
boraugh on a Market-day, would needs ride his Horſe in a bravery 
over the plowed-lands, fell from his Horfe, and brake his Neck :

A Knight notoriouſly givento Drunkenne(s, carrying ſometime 
Payls of drink into the open Field, to make people drunk withall ; 
being upon a time drinking with Company, a woman comes in, 
delivering him'a Ring-with this Poſte, Drink and die; ſaying to 
him, Tbis-is for you > which he took and wore, and within a week 
after came to his end by drinking: Reported by ſundry, and juſti- 


| fied by a Miniſter dwelling within a-mile of the place. 


Two Examples have I known of Children that murthered theic

In Dengy Hundred, near. Maxldon, about the beginning of his 
Majeſties Reign, . there fell-out an - extraordinary Judgment upon 
five or fix that plotted a ſolemn drinking -at-one of their Houſes, 
laid in- Beer for the once, drunk healths.1n a ſtrange manner, and 
died thereof, within a few weeks, ſome ſooner, and ſome later: 
witneſſed to me by one that was-with one of them on his death- 
bed; todemand a Debt, and often.ſpoken of by Maſter Heydon, late 
Preacher of Maxldon, in the heating of many.: The particular cir- 
curnſtances were excecding temarkable, but having not ſufficient 
proof for the. pawticulars, I will not report them. 

One of Aylgham in Norfolk, a notorious Drunkard, drowned in 
a ſhallow Brook of water, with his Horle by him. 

Whileſt this was at the Preſſe, a man Eighty five years old, or 
thereabout, in Szffolk , overtaken with Wine, (though never in 
all his life before, as he himſdlt ſaid a httle before his fall, ſeeming 
to bewail his preſent condition, and others that knew him ſo fay
